Tries to Bid Family Fare­

the assassin, was in Saute prison. 
Although Jouguloff, who also spells 
his name Oorguloff. was said by 
police to be insane, they have kept 
him under a constant grilling.

ization and shot the president to 
provoke a war against tile soviet 
republic. 
The shooting took place in the 
grand hall of the Baron de Roths­ 
child foundation near the Elysee 
palace,

Doumer 
had gone to inspect a book display. 
After firing on the aged leader of 
France, the assassin wounded two 
others before he was disarmed.
